Gives List Of Ways 
To Cut Feed Costs 

With food prices soaring, the 
biggest problem of the housewife 
Is how to cut the grocery bill, 
and yet provide nourishing meals 
for the family. A consistent use 
of thrifty practices will make 
worthwhile difference in th 
monthly food bill, according 
food specialists at the University 
of Kentucky College of Agricul- 
and Home Economics. Here 
are some of their 

1— Plan meals for several days 
at a time, in order to buy more 
economically. 

2 — Buy large cuts of meat to 
serve, in a variety of ways. 

3 — Learn to recognize cuts of 
meat; then buy less tender and 
less costly cuts frequently, cook- 
ing them slowly for tenderness 
and flavor. 

4 — When roasts are prepared, 
_ ace them in an uncovered pan 
and roast at low temperature, 325 
degrees, to prevent unnecessary 
shrinkage. 

5— Make the most of the flavor 
: meat by preparing it with 

cereals, vegetables, or dried 
lima beans as stretchers. 

6 — Combine cooked lef t-o 
meat with spaghetti, noodles, 
rice in casseroles, creamed dishes 
or in croquettes. 

7— Use chicken fat, or fat from 
other fowl, in biscuits, cakes 

8— Make frequent use of liver, 
tongue and heart, and other va- 
riety meats, as well as fresh and 
canned fish or different kinds. 

9— Buy staples in large quan-

lisher is to make any profit out 
of his paper." (And this, in 1907, 
forty years ago!)

New Method Devised 
For Treating Posts 

A new method of treating fe 
posts and freshly sawed green li 
ber has been originated af " 



This procedure, the "dry salting" 
method, consists of applying a mix- 
ture of copper sulphate and sodium 
dlchromate in powder form to the 
surface of freshly peeled green 
posts and freshly sawed green lum- 
ber. 

The mixture of these chemicals 
dissolves In a humid atmosphere 
and clings to the surface of moist 
posts and lumber when applied as 
a powder. 

The method results in deep pene- 
tration of the preservative which 
appears to be firmly fixed In the 
wood so that It is not readily 
leached out. A definite advantage 
of this process over any other now 
available is that treatment can be 
concentrated at the ground line and 
top where more protection against 
decay is needed. The resulting posts 
have an attractive blue color which 
is not readily leached out, and tests 
Indicate that the preservative is rela- 
tively noncorrosive to staples and 



Small Amount oi Salt 
Needed by All Pigs 

After several years of tests, the 
Missouri experiment station has 
found that hogs having free access 
to salt consume an average of only 
a fraction of an ounce per head 
daily. However, this small amount 
of salt caused these hogs to make 
much faster gains than hogs fed a 
similar ration without salt. The tests

It is 
almost 12 times as much as farm- 
ers spent for such equipment in 
the depression year 1932. 

The farmers now also have 
nearly twice as many tractors as 
in 1935-39. In 1946 they might 
have bought even more machin- 
ery if it had been available— 
labor-savers such as combines, 
pick-up balers, and milking ma- 
chines that cut down on bills for 
hired labor. 

"Many farmers," says Kendall, 
"are now in position to pay cash 
for machinery. By paying cash, 
they avoid the risks of having to 
pay this year's debts out of next 
year's income. And they know 
that debt payments which seem 
reasonable at present incomes 
could be too heavy if incomes fell 
off sharply." 

Urges Planting Of 
High-Qualiiy Trees 

Wind damage to shade trees in 
many areas this year has brought 
a plea from Prof. N. R. Elliott of 
the University of Kentucky Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Home 
Economics that only the better 
kinds of trees be used in replace- 
ments.
